At the same time, the Council publicly 
expressed their regret for the-loss of life 
which had ‘oceurred and tendered a 


cheque for $73,000 to the Senior Consul, 


for transmission to the local “Chinese 
authorities to be, distributed among those. 
concerned as a mark of the Council’s 
sympathy with.the wounded and with the 
relatives of those who. were killed. This 
cheque was returned by the local authori; 
ties under instructions from the Minis- 
try of Foreign Affairs.

It gives me great Pearure to inform 
you ‘now that so for as. Shanghai.is con- 
cerned, the Council favour and would 
welcome Chinese representation; “and 
that at the forthcoming anaual meeting 
of ratepayers to be held next month, we 
intend to bring forward a special re- 
‘solution to that effect. We ‘shall em- 
phasize the desirabjlity of,‘the Chinese 
participating in the government of the 
Settlement, and we intend, moreover, if 
the resolution is passed by the rate- 
payers, to do what we can to make’ such 
representation effective at the earliest 
possible. date. 

I would also like to tell you that I 
intend, in my speech. as Chairman of 
the Counci] at the ratepayers’ -mecting,, 
to state that: the Council is definitely in 
favour of the restoration of the Mixed 
Court on terms that are mutually agree- 
able to the Chinese Government and to 
the foreign Powers concerned. sal 

But I am sure you_will agree-with me 
that the Council.cannot be indifferent to 
what happens to the Mixed Court; be-| 
cause it is very largely upon the efficient 
administration of that Court that the 
interests of all of us—Chinese and for- 
eign. nlikemust depend.

i BOLSHEVIK ‘TRICKERY. 

The Riga correspondent of the Chicagu 
Tribune” wired last month: F

English and American experts arrived 
in Rigas yesterday expressing disgust at 
the way in which the Bolsheviks have 
handled the matter.

Explaining’ the Bolsheviks’ way of con- 
ducting business during ’ the recent 
negotiations, the representative of the 
Anglo-American syndicate told me he 
was, after lengthy inspections of the, 
collection, asked to submit an offer.
